BYU’s administration has been receiving questions 
concerning an anonymous questionnaire sent Monday 
to university employees via e-mail containing charged 
questions regarding the “hiring, retention, promotion 
and discharge policies affecting female employees of 
Brigham Young University ... and admission and treat- 
ment of female students.” Recipients of the survey are 
advised against responding. 

The researcher claims the information will be used for 
a “non-judicial EEOC (Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission) and state anti-discrimination review of 
BYU.” 

BYU, like all universities, is required to review 
research involving personnel to evaluate the appropri- 
ateness of the proposed work and to consider safe- 
guards for confidentiality of respondents. 

The suspicious questionnaire has not yet been

reviewed or approved by the Institutional Review 
Board for Research with Human Subjects and the 
source and intent of the questionnaire remain 
unknown. 

“This is anonymous solicitation and is not something 
approved by the university. It seems a prudent thing to 
stay clear until you find out a little more about this,” 
said Gary Cooper, associate academic vice president 
over research and graduate studies. 

“As far as we can tell, this is a private inquiry,” 
Hooper said in a press release. 

The questionnaire contains peculiar statements like, 
“YOU WILL NOT BE CONTACTED AT BYU unless 
you indicate otherwise,” and “Confidentiality will be 
guarded but cannot be guaranteed.” 

Questions are asked concerning gender being used as 
a basis for hiring, promoticn, retention or discharge at 
BYU. The questionnaire also asks if responsibilities as 
a mother or wife are reviewed in employment, admis- 
sion or graduation decisions.

MOSCOW — A convoy of cars left 
the government resort early today 
where President Boris Yeltsin has 
been preparing for heart bypass 
surgery. 

The Interfax News Agency reported 
that the surgery had begun and 
Yeltsin had transferred his powers to 
Prime Minister Viktor Chernomyrdin. 
A Kremlin official confirmed that the 
operation had begun. 

The convoy of large government 
vehicles swept out of the Barvikha 
resort just after 6 a.m. local time, but 
reporters stationed outside could not 
see if Yeltsin was in any of the cars. 
The convoy included a black 
Mercedes limousine flying the 
Russian flag, the car usually used by 
Yeltsin. 

Police prevented reporters from fol- 
lowing the convoy of limousines and 
security vehicles. 


Yastrzhembsky said Monday that 
Yeltsin will be moved to the Center at 
least a day before the surgery. 

The government said Monday that 
Yeltsin is fit enough for his bypass 
surgery and the long-awaited opera- 
tion will take place in the next few 
days. The brief statement was issued 
after Yeltsin’s medical team met with 
American heart surgery pioneer, Dr. 
Michael Debakey, who is a consultant 
on the case. 

It said doctors feel the “optimal 
functioning of all organs and sys- 
tems” makes it possible “to perform 
surgery with a high degree of certain- 
ty and confidence.” 

The statement did not give the exact 
date for the operation. 

The physicians met at the Barvikha 
government health resort outside 
Moscow where Yeltsin has been rest- 
ing for his operation and undergoing 
unspecified preparatory treatments.

‘Tapes expose 
racial slurs 
at Texaco

WHITE PLAINS, N.Y. — Senior 
executives at Texaco Inc. were caught 
on tape using racial epithets against 
minority workers while discussing 
how to destroy documents relevant to 
a race-discrimination lawsuit, court 
papers say. 

Papers filed in federal court say the 
executives were recorded in August 
1994 by a colleague, Richard A. 
Lundwall, who also spoke on the 
tapes. Lundwall, after being let go by’ 
Texaco, provided the tapes to the 
plaintiffs in the discrimination suit, an. 
affidavit says. 

Excerpts included in the court 
papers, filed last week, show execu- 
tives calling black workers “black 
jelly beans” and “niggers.” 

Daniel L. Berger, a lawyer for the 
plaintiffs, said Monday that if the 
tapes convince the court that docu- 
ments were destroyed, sanctions 
against White Plains-based Texaco 
“could range from fines to losing the 
case.” 

A statement issued by Texaco 
Monday said, “If these allegations are 
true, they represent an outrageous 
violation of the company’s core val- 
ues and principles. Any such conduct 
is deplorable and will never be toler- 
ated by Texaco.” 

The statement said that if the com- 


““panhy*s own investigation finds the 


allegations to be true, Texaco “will 
take appropriate disciplinary action 
against the employees, which could 
include termination.” 

Lundwall, who was senior coordina- 
tor of personnel services in Texaco’s 
finance department, told lawyers that 
he taped some meetings with senior 
executives without their knowledge to 
ensure that his minutes were accurate. 

He said the meetings were meant to 
discuss “what can we do to enhance 
Texaco’s position in minority repre- 
sentation.” 

A call to Lundwall’s lawyer, Peter 
Gass, was not immediately returned. 

The speakers who were recorded 
were identified by Lundwall-at-a 
meeting with a lawyer for the plain- 
tiffs, according to court papers. 

In a reference to one key document, 
a man identified as Robert Ulrich, 
Texaco’s treasurer, was heard saying 
on the tape: “All it could do is get us 
in trouble. That’s the way I feel. I 
would not keep anything.” 

During another point in the conver- 
sation, Ulrich, who retired last year, 
talked about the employees who filed 
the lawsuit. 

“This diversity thing, you know how 
all the black jelly beans agree,” he 
said. 

“That’s funny,” Lundwall replied. 
“All the black jelly beans seem to be 
glued to the bottom of the bag.” 

The class-action lawsuit was filed 
by black employees who work in 
Texaco’s finance department on 
behalf of 1,500 blacks who work .at 
the company. They claimed they were 
denied promotions and adv»v4ement 
opportunities because of thei: WCe.

Court rejects Mississippi school prayer law 


WASHINGTON — The Supreme Court, dodging a grenade in the battle over 
school prayer, rejected Mississippi’s bid Monday to let students lead group 
prayers in public school classrooms, at assemblies and sports events. 

But confusion still reigns over just what the Constitution allows. School offi- 
cials nationwide remain caught in the middle of what the National School 
Boards Association calls “religious warfare.” 

The justices, acting without comment, let stand rulings that declared the 1994 
Mississippi law a yiolation of the constitutionally required separation of church 
and state. 

Monday’s action was not a ruling on the merits of the Mississippi law and set 
no national precedent. 

“IT hope lower courts won’t read into the court’s action any disapproval of 
legitimate student-initiated prayer and worship, such as prayer clubs,” said Jay 
Sekulow of the American Center for Law and Justice. 

The invalidated Mississippi law would have allowed “invocations, benedic- 
tions or nonsectarian, non-proselytizing student-initiated voluntary prayer” at 
“school-related student events.”

Cease-fire declared in hope 
of aiding Rwandan refugees

KIGALI, Rwanda -- Tutsi rebels in 
eastern Zaire declared a unilateral 
cease-fire Monday to allow refugees 
who want to return to Rwanda to go 
home, and officials met in two 
African capitals to try to resolve 
Central Africa's overwhelming 
refugee crisis. 

Fighting between 
Tutsi rebels and 
Zairian troops, who 
are expelling Tutsis 
from their country, 
has forced hun- 
dreds of thousands 
of Hutu refugees to 
flee from U.N. 
camps in eastern 
Zaire. The chaos 
that began three 
weeks ago forced 
aid workers to 
evacuate last week 
and closed road 
and air routes for 
emergency food into the region. 

In a statement read on British 
Broadcasting Corp., Tutsi spokesman 
Laurent Kabila said the cease-fire 
took effect this morning. There was 
no way to independently confirm that 
attacks had stopped. 

"We declare a unilateral cease-fire 
starting immediately for three weeks, 
to allow NGOs, UNHCR and the 
ICRC to evacuate voluntarily the 
refugees to their country of origin," 
he said. 

Sergio Vierra de Mello, assistant 
U.N. High Commissioner for 
Refugees, was meeting Rwandan 
officials in the Rwandan capital of 
Kigali late today to draw up plans to 
open safe-passage corridors to get 
food into the battle zone and let 
refugees leave. 

"Unless we reach the refugees soon, 
many women and children, the elder- 
ly, the sick and the wounded are going 
to die," U.N. refugee chief Sadako 
Ogata said. 

Seth Kamanse, adviser to Rwandan 
President Pasteur Bizimungu, told the 
BBC today that Rwanda saw no need 
for such corridors and that all the 
refugees had to do was return home. 

The location of most of the 1.1 mil- 
lion Rwandan and Burundi Hutu 
refugees displaced by the fighting was 
unclear today. 

The Hutu refugees streamed into 
eastern Zaire in 1994 after Rwanda's 
Hutu-led government led the slaugh- 
ter of more than 500,000 Tutsis and 
moderate Hutus. The refugees have

"The further the refugees move 
west, the more difficult it will be for 
us to reach them. It may make repatri- 
ation and reconciliation impossible," 
Ogata said. 

Another 20,000 refugees from 
Kitale camp north of Goma were 
headed southwest, said Peter Kessler, 
UNHCR spokesman in Nairobi, 
Kenya. 

Regional foreign ministers were 
meeting in Nairobi today to prepare 
for a summit of East African leaders 
Tuesday called by Kenyan President 
Daniel arap Moi to tackle the crisis, 
which threatens to destabilize the 
entire region. 

An adviser to Zaire's ailing 
President Mobutu Sese Seko said 
today that Zaire would not take part in 
a summit as long as Rwanda pretends 
that its army is not involved in the 
area alongside local Tutsi rebels.

The profiles can show off a doctor’s credentials, too, 
including information about where he went to medical 
school and honors received. 

The listings also offer practical information, including 
whether doctors are accepting new patients, hospitals 
where they can practice and the insurance plans they 
accept.

As a result of the recent escalation of violence in the Middle East, 
the campus community has once again entered into the common prac- 
tice of assigning blame to one or the other of the parties in the Middle 
East and labeling all who do not support their own views as being 


wrong. This is nothing new. 


As a student at BYU in the early 1980s I participated in the 
Washington Seminar where as a student of Arabic and the Middle East I 
chose to intern with the National Association of Arab Americans. 
During my first week in D.C., fellow students would ask me where I 
was interning. When I mentioned Arabs they actually wondered how a 
believing Mormon could do such a thing. I understood from personal 
experience where their sense of logic had come from. 

Growing up my mother sparked an interest in me for books about 
Judaism and Israel. These readings combined with an interest in the 
“signs of the times” as well as the influence of U.S. foreign policy in 
the Middle East led a naive me to believe that Israel and Judaism were 
right while Arabs and Islam were wrong. Then I was called to serve a 
mission in Indonesia, the most populous Islamic country in the world. 
While not Arab and not Middle Eastern, the Muslims of Indonesia 
taught me of all the good that is in Islam. Gradually I came to realize 
that Mormons share as many religious traditions and beliefs with 


Muslims as we do with Jews. 


This experience combined with further study, reading, and travel 
brought me to the realization that the issues involved with the Israeli- 
Palestinian conflict were very complex and could not be viewed in 
black and white terms. Both Arabs and Jews have done wrong and both 
have legitimate claims. Acts of violence by Israelis and Palestinians are 
most often in reaction to what both groups perceive as threats to the - 
security and well being of themselves and their families. Jews continue 
the fight for a secure state where they will never have to endure another 
holocaust while Palestinians fight to maintain a right to live peacefully 
and under their own government in their historic homeland. Both have 
justified rights to live in the land. The problem is how do two nations

U.N. peace negotiator talks of a new world ord

A Norwegian Ambassador to 
Denmark talked about the possibilities 
of a new world order in a speech he 
gave in the Kennedy Center 
Wednesday. 

His Excellency Thorvald 
Stoltenberg, a former senior United 
Nations peace negotiator in Bosnia, 
spoke at the International Forum in a 
lecture titled “One World — A New 
Order?” It was a combination of five 
of his lectures. 

“Hope is almost as important as life. 
Without hope we shall not reach our 
goal,’ Stoltenberg quoted the 
Czechoslovakian president, Waslav 
Havel, on how to achieve a new world 
order. 

It is a strange time to ask whether a 
new world order is possible, 
Stoltenberg said. “We are the genera- 
tion that has the privilege to experi- 
ence that the impossible become pos- 
sible.” 

In the last few years the impossible 
has become possible — the end of the 
Cold War and the Warsaw Pact, NATO 
and Russia cooperating and the end of 
Apartheid, Stoltenberg said. “I visited 
BYU 37 years ago, and at that time I 
would never have guessed that the 
Cold War would ever end,” he said. 
“The 1968 slogan was: “Be a realist, 
demand the impossible.’ We should 
follow up on that.” 

Stoltenberg said the illusions the 
world had about the Soviet Union’s 
intentions became impermissible after 
what happened in Hungary in 1956. 
The Hungarian people said they 
would not accept or adapt to live 


- under a totalitarian regime. 


The first lesson from 1956, when it 
comes to how to create a new world 
order, is that the people themselves 
must take the initiative. The rest of the 
world can assist, but not solve the 
problem. In the former East Germany 
the slogan of the people in 1989 was 
“We are the people.” 

“One of the problems in Yugoslavia 
is that the people themselves have not 
this far taken the initiative there,” 
Stoltenberg said. 

Secondly, Stoltenberg pointed out 
the importance of not creating expec- 
tations to support the right and the 
good, as the outside world has a ten- 
dency to do. Bosnia was told to just 
go on because “eventually we will 
have victory for our cause.’ 

We learn from crises like those in 
Bosnia, Stoltenberg said. The end of 


the Cold War was an 
end of an order in the 
world, and we do not 
know how to meet new 
challenges. The order 
of the Cold War was 
dominated by fear, and 
now we are in search 
of a new order. 

Orders tend to come 
after war, Stoltenberg 
said. “Indeed, with 
each century the dura- 
tion of international 
systems has been 
shrinking.” 

Stoltenberg said both 
the West and the East 
feel the need for a new 
order. 

“After the Cold War, 
people experienced 
less fear but more 
insecurity, fewer wars 
between states but more violence 
within the states; ... fewer refugees but 
more displaced persons; more democ- 
racy but less order; more free market 
bu: higher unemployment,” 
Stoltenberg said. 

We do not manage to meet the chal- 


-lenges, Stoltenberg said. “People in 


central and Eastern Europe told me 
that in place of further development of 
democracy we chose order. In the 
choice between free market and my 
job I would choose my job,” he said. 

“In order to be viable, we must 
depend on common interest, not chari- 
ty,’ Stoltenberg said. 

Stoltenberg said common enemies 
among all people are pollution and 
poverty. A nation-state can’t cope with 
this alone; it creates chaos. 

The nation-state showed us in the 
1930s to be a dangerous prospect in 
itself, Stoltenberg said. The nation- 
state cannot alone cope with the mod- 
ern problems. Our second choice is 
chaos, and the third choice is an inte- 
gration process between the people 
and the governments of the world. 

The problem is not unity in Brussels 
but pluralism at the Balkans, 
Stoltenberg said. In Europe now we 
have the strongest integration in cen- 
tral and Eastern Europe. 

“In 10-15 years Europe will be inte- 
grated,” Stoltenberg said. He also 
pointed out the hopes for integration 
in Asia and Mandela’s success in 
Africa. 

Integration will lead to stronger 
international organization. Both the 
United Nations and the European 
Union were too weak to meet the 
challenges in Yugoslavia. “The 


European Union 
is 15 foreign 
policies, not 
ON WAN C1 ener 
Stoltenberg said.

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Gambling i issue takes center stage

NEWTON, Mass. — At Pittsburgh, 
at the beginning of every season, 
coach Johnny Majors talks to his 
players about agents and gambling. At 
Syracuse, coach Paul Pasqualoni’s 
speech is buttressed by representa- 
tives of the NFL and the local district 
attorney. 

But then, when the talking is done, 
the football players go back to their 
dorms, subject to campus temptations. 

“When you’re responsible for kids 


and you’re not around them all hours » 


of the day, some things can happen 
that you really hope wouldn’t,” 
Virginia Tech coach Frank Beamer 
said Monday about allegations of 
gambling on the Boston College foot- 
ball team. 

“There isn’t any question that once 
the season gets started, you get really 
busy and that’s the farthest thing from 
your mind,’ Majors said on the Big 
East conference call. “I talked about 
agents the other day. I didn’t talk 
about gambling. But I’m going to 
bring that up tonight.” 

Boston College was hit with rumors 
this weekend that players had been 
betting on their own games, perhaps 
even betting on themselves to lose. 
The school is investigating and has 
asked the Middlesex County district 
attorney to assist. 


Also, the Boston Herald reported 
Monday that the FBI has started its 
own investigation. Las Vegas odds- 
makers took this Saturday’s game 
against No. 17 Notre Dame off the 
board. 

BC athletic director Chet Gladchuk, 
who. began interviewing players on 
Monday, stressed over the weekend 
there was no evidence of any game- 
fixing or point-shaving but said the 
investigations were necessary to clear 
the program’s reputation. 

However, The Boston Globe quoted 
unidentified sources as saying that 
five or six players were involved, bet- 
ting against the Eagles on more than 
one occasion. The Herald, citing 
unidentified students, put the number 
of gambling players as high as 13. 

A university statement issued 
Sunday night said the school was 
cooperating with the district attorney 
and the NCAA. The Rev. William

“The situation is a very public issue 
right now,” coach Dan Henning said 
during Monday’s conference call.

Henning said he had made no . 
changes to his roster for the Notre 
Dame game - the biggest game of the 
year for BC. Asked if it was safe to 
assume players would be suspended if 
there were any evidence of gambling, 
Henning said, “That’s correct.” 

Henning’s job was already in jeop- 
ardy because of his 15-17-1 record, 
with a 4-5 mark this season that 
includes a 20-13 loss to Pittsburgh’on 
Thursday, a game that the Eagles 
were favored to win by 11 1/2.

SOFIA, Bulgaria — People in the 
poorest corner.of Europe, where 
communism was too entrenched to 
die easily, had a chance this weekend 
to say yes or no to the Communists’ 
successors. 

Elections Sunday in Romania, 
Bulgaria and Yugoslavia reinforced 
two points about politics in the post- 
Communist era: 

¢ People here, like elsewhere, vote 
with their pocketbooks. In Romania 
and Bulgaria, voters said their pock- 
etbooks are empty. in 

¢ Disregard point No. 1 if the rulers 
dominate the media during cam- 
paigns, like Russia's Boris Yeltsin did 
this summer, or strong-arm voters, as 
did Albanian President Sali Berisha. 
On Sunday, Serbian President 
Slobodan Milosevic proved he was 
equally adept at using his advantage. 

The wind of change that swept 
through the musty corridors of com- 
munist power in eastern and central 
Europe seven years ago this month 
ended as a feeble breeze in Romania 
and Bulgaria. 

Romania executed Communist dic- 
tator Nicolae Ceausescu, but 
replaced him with Ion Iliescu, a for- 
mer Communist minister who pre- 
ferred a slow approach to painful 
market reforms. The Communists’

— WASHINGTON -- Balancing the 
budget and keeping the economy 
growing may not be President 
Clinton's biggest problems if he 
wins re-election.

Republicans have already pum- 
meled Clinton's administration with 
investigations. They have looked 
into Whitewater, the White House 
travel office firings, the borrowed 
FBI files, Vincent Foster's suicide 
and the billing documents, belong- 
ing to Hillary Rodham Clinton's 
law firm, that disappeared and then 
mysteriously turned up in the White 
House reading room. 

If Republicans keep control of 
Congress the investigations are sure 
to continue. The first 1997 target 
will be foreign sources of political 
donations}to Clinton's campaign. 

Republican rival Bob Dole offers 
this vision of Clinton's future: "I'm 
willing to say right now, if he's re- 
elected he's going to spend half his 
time next year with investigations." 

"Clearly you get a different agen- 
da with a Democratic Congress,” 
said Norman Ornstein of the 
American Enterprise Institute. 

A Republican Congress isn't the 
only problem for Clinton. 

Whitewater prosecutor Kenneth 
Starr is already spending money 
faster than the record-setting Iran- 
Contra probe -- more than $23 mil- 
lion in two years -- and shows no 
sign of stopping. 

Starr is intensifying his investiga- 
tion of the first lady's work in

since 1989. 

Voters in the two poor Balkan coun- 
tries were concerned about keeping 
the little they had — until Sunday. 

In Romania, they rejected Iliescu's 
Social Democracy Party, and served 
notice on the 66-year-old president he 
will have to fight for his political life 
in a Nov. 17 contest with university 
professor Emil Constantinescu. 

The only race in Bulgaria was for 
the largely ceremonial presidency. 
But with the country's economy 
plunging, it became a referendum on 
Premier Zhan Videnov's Socialists. 

Governments in both countries 
allowed a few people, including offi- 
cials and their friends, to get very 
rich in the transition. Neither could 
ensure that people wouldn't suffer 
from falling living standards. 

In Sofia, criminal bands use bullets 
and bombs to fight for turf. 
Meanwhile, the country can't even 
guarantee enough food for the winter. 

Both President-elect Petar Stoyanov 
and his defeated Socialist rival, Ivan 
Marazoy, said securing winter sup- 
plies would be a top priority. On 
Monday, Deputy Premier Rumen 
Gechev went to Brussels to meet 
European Union officials and discuss 
ways of preparing for the winter.
